CLEP 

testing 

approved 


The  door  was  opened  this  weekend  for 
students  to  translate  job  training,  reading 
or  non-credit  courses  into  class  credits 
with  the  adoption  of  the  College-Level 
Examination  Program  (CLEP)  at  BYU. 

Although  subject  examinations  for 
measuring  outside-of-the -classroom 
achievement  in  29  specified 
undergraduate  subjects  will  be  offered, 
Academic  Vice-president  Robert  K. 
Thomas  cautioned  students  of  expecting 
the  program  to  be  “a  bit  of  magic  to 
make  them  an  instant  sophomore.” 

General  Examinations  measure 
achievement  in  English  composition, 
mathematics,  natural  sciences, 
humanities,  and  social  sciences-history. 

BYU’s  new  policy  on  CLEP  General 
Examinations  provides  that  students  who 
score  at  or  above  the  600  mark  (84th 
percentile)  will  be  awarded  three  hours  of 
credit.  S^nce  there  are  five  general 
educational  areas  in  the  BYU  curriculum, 


Richards  at  Devotional 


The  Devotional  assembly  speaker 
Tuesday  will  be  Elder  LeGrand  Richards, 
a member  of  the  Council  of  the  Twelve  of 
The  Church.  He  will  address  the  student 
body  at  10  a.m.  in  the  Smith  Fieldhouse. 

Elder  Richards  has  devoted  over  60 
years  of  service  to  the  Church  in  positions 
of  major  responsibility,  in  addition  to 
carrying  on  a successful  real  estate 
business  much  of  that  time. 

Elder  Richards  is  the  third  apostle  in 
direct  family  descent.  His  father  was 
President  George  F.  Richards  of  the 
Council  of  the  Twelve  and  his 
grandfather,  Franklin  D.  Richards,  was 


also  a member  of  the  Council.  He  is  a 
nephew  of  Willard  Richards,  pioneer 
leader,  apostle  and  counselor  to  President 
Brigham  Young. 

His  Church  service  began  when  he  was 
called  as  a missionary  to  the  Netherlands 
from  1905  to  1908.  He  has  filled  four 
missions  and  presided  over  two  of  them. 
He  has  served  as  bishop  of  three  wards,  as 
a member  of  two  high  councils,  as 
president  of  a stake,  as  the  Presiding 
Bishop  of  the  Church  for  14  years,  and 
has  been  a member  of  the  Council  of  the 
Twelve  since  April,  1952. 

He  is  the  author  of  three  widely  read 
Church  books.

a Student  who  achieves  the  600  score  in 
all  five  examinations  can  earn  a total  of 
15  semester  hours  of  credit. 

STUDENTS  who  score  between  560 
and  599  on  the  CLEP  General 
Examinations,  except  in  mathematics, 
will  be  allowed  a waiver  from  general 
education  requirements,  again  with  a 
limit  of  three  hours  in  each  area,  for  a 
maximum  total  of  12  hours  waivered. 

President  Dallin  Oaks,  who  announced 
Board  of  Trustees  approval  of  the 
program,  estimated  that  20  to  30  per  cent 
of  entering  BYU  students  would  probably 
qualify  for  credit  under  the  CLEP  tests. 

Thomas  said  the  program  is  “not  an 
attempt  to  give  credit  for  experience,” 
but  a testing  of  knowledge  in  particular 
fields  which  may  have  resulted  from 
out-of-the  class  experience. 

“We  believe  this  will  be  a real  boon  to 
the  student,”  he  added,  “but  we  want  to 


be  sure  we  go  as  carefully  as  possible.” 

He  said  a major  concern  is  assurance 
that  the  examination  results  reflect 
appropriate  knowledge  of  the  subject. 
“We  want  to  be  sure  that  a student 
doesn’t  end  up  being  cheated  by  receiving 
credit  for  a course  and  not  really  being 
prepared  for  the  next  sequence.” 

THE  PROCEDURE  of  applying  for 
CLEP  tests  has  not  been  established  as  of 
yet,  according  to  Dr.  Thomas.  “We  will 
alert  the  students  of  the  procedures  just 
as  rapidly  as  we  can  get  it  set  up.” 

He  noted  that  BYU  has  been  involved 
for  some  time  in  establishing  the  norms 
• for  the  national  tests. 

The  Academic  Vice-president  said  BYU 
has  been  reluctant  in  adopting  the  tests 
because  of  difficulties  similar  to  pass-fail 
grading.  “There  is  no  way  in  the  world  of 
evaluating  to  what  extent  is  the  student’s 
knowledge,”  he  said.

He  has  been  the  front  page 
story  on  every  major  newspaper 
in  the  nation  for  30  days  as  the 
man  who  uncovered,  or  created, 
a link  between  an  ITT 
contribution  to  the  Republican 
national  convention  and  an  easy 
settlement  by  a Republican 
committee  on  an  anti-trust  suit 
involving  them. 

Newsweek,  in  its  April  3 
edition,  calls  Anderson  a 
“Muckraker  with  a mission”  and 
reports  that  he  has  “catapulted

half  a dozen  national  figures  to 
their  ruin  and  driven  at  least 
three  men  to  commit  suicide.” 

Yet  the  Deseret  News  calls 
LDS  member  Anderson  a 
“deeply  religious  man.” 

Trying  to  discover  Anderson’s 
“mission”  and  what  more  wilt 
occur  on  the  ITT  case,  Daily 
Universe  News  Editor  Dale  Van 
Atta  publishes  a sixty-minute 
exclusive  interview  with  Jack 
Anderson  in  the  Universe 
tomorrow. 


BYU  debaters  place 


The  BYU.  Debate  Squad  took 
second  place  honors  over  the 
weekend  at  the  Delta  Sigma 
RHO-TAU  Kappa  Alpha  National 
Debate  tournament  held  in 
Albuquerque,  N.  M. 

This  year’s  competition 
included  62  of  the  top  debate 
colleges  and  universities  from 
points  as  far  east  as  Vermont  and 
as  far  west  as  Hawaii. 

The  BYU  squad  placed  second 
in  four-man  debate  competition, 
with  Samford  University  of 
Alabama  placing  first. 

BYU  team  members  included 
Sharon  Hollingworth,  a junior  in 
Speech  from  San  Carlos,  Calif.; 
Linda  McCarter,  a junior  in  speech 
from  Fresno,  Calif.;  Jim  Stewart, 
a sophomore  in  political  science 
from  San  Jose,  and  Mac  Haddow, 
a sophomore  in  speech  from 
Pittsburgh. 


Haddow  and  Stewart  were  also 
named  the  top  negative  team  in 
the  competition. 

In  addition,  Haddow  was 
selected  as  one  of  the  top  four 
persuasive  speakers  at  the 
tournament.  Others  were  Diane 
Braegger  of  Weber  State  College, 
Jim  Zigger  of  Samford  University 
and  John  Swanson  of  Butler 
University  in  Ohio. 

BYU  Debate  Coach  Jed 
Richardson  said,  “This  is  the 
finest  performance  by  a BYU 
debate  team  in  l3  years.”  Last 
year,  BYU  placed  third-  at 'the 
tournament. 

Haddow,  president  of  the  Delta 
Sigma  RHO-TAU  Kappa  Alpha 
Fraternity  of  Honor  Debaters  at 
BYU,  was  elected  by  the 
conference  as  first  national 
vice-president  of  the  fraternity  for 
the  1972-1973  school  year.

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Board-approved 

Oaks  reaffirms  Code 


In  response  to  recent 
questioning  of  whether  the  Dress 
Standards  come  from  the  Board 
of  Trustees  or  the  Administration, 
President  Dallin  H.  Oaks  set  out 
to  “lay'  the  issue  to  rest”  by 
strongly  affirming  that  the  Code 
came  from  the  Board  “word  by 
word.” 

President  Oaks  said  over  the 
weekend  he  was  “growing  weary” 
of  encountering  the  claim,  “If 
only  the  Board  of  Trustees  could 
come  down  and  tell  us.” 

“1  would  feel  silly  asking  them 
to  come  down,”  he  said.  “I 
wouldn’t  dare  say  the  Standards 
came  from  the  Board  of  Trustees 
if  they  didn’t.” 

The  response  by  Oaks  was 
prompted  by  a lengthy  dress  code 
discussion  in  last  week’s  Executive 
Council  meeting. 

Oaks  criticized  “a  lot  of 
jawboning”  over  the  issue  and  said 
he  was  “inclined  to  believe  that 
the  student  who  would  talk  to  the 
Trustees  would  then  want  to  talk 
to  the  Lord.” 

Oaks  in  his  opening  address  of 
the  year.  Sept.  23,  1972,  stated 
that  “The  first  and  most 
important  thing  to  remember 
about  our  standards  of  dress  and 
grooming  is  that  they  are  specified 
by  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  this 
University.” 

He  added  that  the  code  was 
reviewed  and  reapproved  “as 
recently  as  last  April.” 

IN  A RECENT  extemporaneous 
statement  on  dress  standards 
during  Devotional  assembly, 
President  Oaks  said  “the  code  of 
honor  and  the  dress  and  grooming 
standards  have  been  approved  and 
adopted  for  Brigham  Young 
University  on  a word  by  word 
basis  by  the  Board  of  Trustees  of 
this  institution  which  consists  of 
the  First  Presidency,  the  Quorum 
of  the  Twelve,  and  other  General 
Authorities.  They  are  not  the 
standards  of  the  President  of  the 
University  but  he  is  the  custodian 
of  those  standards  and  has  the 
responsibility  to  see  that  they  are 
observed  and  I will  not  fail  in  that 
responsibility.” 

ASBYU  President  Reed  Wilcox 
told  Oaks  that  much  of  the 
Council  discussion  with  Joseph 
Germaine,  who  ..coordinates  drug 


abuse  for  the  Church  Social 
Services,  and  student  Bart 
Tippets,  dealt  with  a push  for  a 
student  “sounding  board”  where 
students  “could  go  to  talk”  about 
the  code  “to  show  we  (ASBYU) 
care  as  much  about  the  kids  as  the 
code.” 

“I  FEEL  A mechanism  should 
be  established  that  would  provide 
a dialogue  between  students  and 
the  administration  concerning 
dress  standards,  whether  students 
are  in  violation  or  not,”  urged 
Tippets. 

Wilcox  said  possibly  the 
ASBYU  Dress  Code  Review  board 
could  possibly  handle  such 
questions,  but  suggested  students 
address  questions  to  the  ASBYU 
President’s  office  in  letter  form 
now. 

Germaine,  although  not  a 
student,  approached  Oaks  as  a 
representative  of  “The  Group”,  a 
Church  coordinated  drug 
rehabilitation  organization,  with 
an  estimated  500  to  600  BYU 
students  as  members. 

GERMAINE  told  Oaks  that 
members  of  “The  Group”  are  met 
with  an  “inconsistency”  in 
Bishop’s  counsel  in  regard  to  hair 
length  throughout  the  Church. 

“It’s  not  unusual  for  a Bishop  in 
Chicago  or  San  Francisco  not  to 
request  a young  man  to  cut  his 
hair,  and  a Bishop  at  BYU  to  say 
‘cut  it’,”  answered  Oaks.  “There  is 
no  more  inconsistency  there  than 
a young  man  being  called  on  a 
mission.” 

Oaks  said  there  is  a “precise 
analogy  between  BYU  and  the 
mission  field.” 

The  president  added  that  he 
realizes  “people  are  waiting  to  see 
what  we’ll  do  about  enforcing  the 
dress  standards.  I dread  the  day, 
because  I know  what  we  do  will 
have  to  hurt  some  students.” 

Quail  are  . ground  feeders, 
usually  roosting  at  night  in  bushes 
or  trees.  During  fall  and  winter, 
they  live  in  coveys  containing 
several  family  groups.

Emotional  attack 


Editor; 

I was  a bit  dismayed  at  the  letter  appearing  in 
the  March  30  edition  of  the  Daily  Universe 
authored  by  Raymond  and  Carol  Cunningham 
as  they  attempted  to  castigate  the  Young 
Americans  for  Freedom  for  their  "emotional" 
political  activity. 

They  equated  YAF's  "emotional  attack"  on 
Communism  with  the  scholarship  and 
techniques  of  Reader's  Digest,  the  American 
Opinion  (who,  to  their  credit,  are  staffed  by 
some  extremely  competent  and  accomplished 
contributing  editors)  and  the  whipping  boy  for 
many  a local  discontent,  the  Daily  Universe 
itself.  Not  satisfied  with  the  incredulity  of  these 
sources,  the  intrepid  couple  railed  a former 
Communist  prisoner.  Rev.  Richard  Wurmbrand, 
as  a "professional  Propagandist."  Hardly  does 
such  suffering,  as  in  the  case  of  Rev. 
Wurmbrand,  render  a man  indifferent  or 
unknowledgable  of  his  oppressors.  Noted 
author  and  correspondent  Eugene  Lyons,  editor 
of  Reader's  Digest,  hardly  requires  defense. 

The  point  finally  made  by  the  Cunninghams 
was  that  before  attacking  Communism  or  any 
seeming  societal  disorder,  one  should 
thoroughly  check  his  sources.  To  this,  of 
course,  I agree  and  in  view  of  the  above,  return 
to  them  their  advice  for  further  ! study.  In 
addition,  throughout  their  letter  was  displayed 
equal,  if  not  more,  emotionalism  than  those 
whom  they  sought  to  criticize. 

Being  not  now  a member  and  never  having 
been,  my  contacts  with  the  local  YAF  have 
shown  that  its  members  are  hardly  the 
blithering  fanatics  that  many,  including  the 
Cunninghams,  seem  to  think;  rather,  they  are 
concerned  young  people  with  sober  methods  of 
inquiry.  They  do  not,  again  as  many  allude, 
chalk  up  every  disorder  that  crops  up  around 
the  globe  to  a "world  conspiracy."  They  know 
as  do  all  true  conservatives  that,  in  the  words  of 
conservative  philosopher  Russell  Kirk,  "to  rant 
about  a Grand  Conspiracy  is  in  itself  exciting, 
and  saves  people  the  trouble  of  serious  thought 
or  sober  action;  but  ordinarily  it  induces,  rather 
than  repels,  the  thing  dreaded." 

However,  in  this  case,  the  critics  of  the  YAF 
seem  motivated  more  by  their  vigilante  furor 
than  by  substantive  criticism,  a condition  that 
all  too  many  have  and  should  consciously  keep 
in  check.

But 
there  can  be  no  honest  criticism  from  personal 
knowledge,  since  anyone  who  would  dare  such 
a thing  is,  ipso  facto,  a 'professional 
propagandist'.  Hence,  there  is  no  justified 
opposition  to  communism. 

'Many  have  a phobia  about  communism  that 
is  founded  on  readings  from  the  Reader's 
Digest,  (and)  the  American  Opinion  magazine.' 
Quite  so.  And  on  the  unspoken  assumptions 
that  a)  nothing  said  in  these  magazines  is  at  all 
similar  to  the  truth,  and  that  b)  nobody  who 
has  'a  phobia  about  communism'  reads  or 
knows  anything  else,  the  Cunninghams  arrive 
once  more  at  their  implicit  conclusion:  There  is 
no  justified  opposition  to  communism. 

Our  authors  utterly  refuse  to  concede  that 
the  terms  'tyranny'  and  'dictatorship'  represent 
anything  more  than  'insults',  'emotional  terms'. 
Certainly  they  can  refer  to  nothing  which  is 
coldly  and  objectively  real.  And  the 
Cunninghams  have  strong  reasons  for  their 
beliefs,  for  they  have  first-hand  knowledge  of 
the  U.S.— which  is,  they  inform  us  with  infinite 
hie,  nO  better  than  any  other  country.

Why  do  students  receive  bills  for  medical  care  that  is  covered  by 
their  health  insurance?

Basically  it  is  an  accounting  procedure.  All  charges  at  the  Health 
Center  are  placed  on  the  individual  student’s  account  in  the 
Financial  Department.  When  the  student  insurance  pays  the  claim, 
the  amount  is  automatically  removed  from  the  student’s  account. 
Sometimes,  however,  the  claim  settlement  is  delayed  for  several 
weeks. 

Since  the  Financial  Department  sends'out  bills  each  month  to  all 
unpaid  university  accounts,  student  accounts  with  outstanding 
insurance  claims  are  included.  Receipt  of  such  a bill  indicates  to 
the  student  that  his  claim  has  not  yet  been  settled.  Usually  the 
delay  is  not  serious,  but  it  might  be  wise  for  the  student  to  contact 
Amy  Cloward,  Claims  Representative,  at  extension  2771  to  find 
out  why  the  claim  has  been  delayed. 

Why  are  students  required  to  completely  drop  classes  at  this 
point  in  semester?Why  can’t  a regular  registration  be  changed  to 
an  audit  rather  than  being  dropped  entirely?  Senior,  Murray,  Utah 

According  to  Bill  Sampson,  Registrar,  changing  a class  from 
regular  registration  to  audit  involves  dropping  the  class,  then 
adding  the  class  on  an  audit  basis.  University  policy  prohibits 
adding  a class  after  the  first  two  weeks  of  the  semester.  It  is  an 
administrative  policy  decision.

DOESN’T  OUR

Everyone’s  looking  for  the 
perfect  autumobile  engine-one 
that  doesn’t  pollute  the  air.  But 
what  about  an  engine  that 
actually  cleans  up  the  suffering 
atmosphere?  Sounds  impossible. 

Yet  a BYU  student  is  so  close  to 
perfecting  such  a system  that 
world-famous  industrialist  William 
Lear,  the  inventor  of  the 
eight-track  stereo  and  the  Lear  jet. 


invited  him  to  his  home  in  Reno 
for  a week  to  test  and  discuss  the 
project. 


The  student  is  Roger  Billings, 
24,  a senior  in  chemistry  - from 
Provo.  At  the  age  of  16,  he  began 
work  on  the  engine  as  a science 
fair  project.  In  the  space  of  eight 
years,  that  humble  high  school 
experiment  has  become  a 
scientific  development  of 
potential  national  importance. 


Not  only  is  there  a 99.9  per 
cent  pollution-free  combustion, 
but  the  modified  engine  actually 
takes  in  carbon  monoxide-laden 
air  and  converts  the  pollutants  to 
harmless  carbon  dioxide  and 
water. 

Lear,  who  was  alerted  to 
Billings’  work  by  Dr.  Robert  Bass 
of  the  Physics  Dept.,  sees  another 
advantage.  There  may  be  other 
pollution-free  engines  developed 
in  the  future,  in  his  opinion,  but 
they  would  all  require  that 
existing  gasoline-burning  cars  wear 
out  before  strikes  could  be  made 
toward  controlling  pollution.. 


Recognition  has  not  come  easily 
for  Billings’  project,  far-sighted 
though  it  is.  When  he  began  his 
research  in  1964,  little  or  no  work 
had  been  done  in  the  field. 
Nothing  was  ever  published  on  the 
subject  until  1968-69,  and 
Billings’  own  work  has  only  been 
recognized  within  the  last  two 
years.  Ford  has  given  him  grants 
of  $2,500  and  $4,000  since  then. 

THE  NUMBER  ONE  problem 
in  the  system’s  development  was 
that  of  nitrogen  oxides, 
super-polluters  formed  by  the 
heating  of  air.  They  have  been 
known  to  dissolve  the  nylons  off 
the  legs  of  commuting  secretaries 
in  Los  Angeles. 


Billings’  engine  runs  on  volatile  hydrogen. 


With  the  help  of  Dr.  Douglas 
Smoot  of  the. Chemical 
Engineering  Dept.,  and  under  the 
first  Ford  grant,  Billings  used 
computers  to  predict  the  behavior 
and  formation  of  the  gas  under 
the  various  engine  conditions. 
Then,  with  the  second  sum  from 
Ford,  they  were  able  to  conduct 
actual  tests. 


Recently  at  the  Lear  Motor  Co. 
in  Reno,  tests  have  shown  that 
nitrogen  oxides  are  down  to  one 
part  per  million. 


Working  with  Dr.  Angus 
Blackham  of  the  Chemistry  Dept, 
on  the  problem  of  carrying 
hydrogen,  Billings  has  succeeded 
in  finding  ways  of  carrying  the 
volatile  fuel  in  either  a liquid  state 
or  as  a metal  compound.  Thus 
possibility  of  an  explosion  in  case 
of  accident  is  nil. 


“William  Lear  says  that  when 
we  get  the  carrying  problem 
solved,  he’ll  be  interested  in 
investing  in  it,”  said  Billings. 

To  those  who  maintain  that 
hydrogen  is  too  expensive  to  be 
practical,  Billings  simply  points 
out  that  the  same  amount  of 
energy  that  is  in  a gallon  of  gas 
costs  4.5-8  cents  when  supplied 
by  hydrogen.  Wholesale  gas 
(before  taxes)  costs  8-1 0 cents  per 
gallon. 

Will  the  big  oil  companies, 
fearing  a threat  to  their 
investments,  try  to  block  the 
spread  of  the  hydrogen  system? 

Billings  doesn’t  think  so.  “1 
don’t  believe  oil  companies  could 
suppress  it  ...  if  we  had  perfected 
it.” 


Lear  feels  that  the  challenge  of 
finding  a suitable  fuel  tank  at  a 
marketable  price  is  ' the  last 
obstacle  to  the  success  of  the 
project.

“I  HAD  FAITH  in  hydrogen,” 
said  Billings.  It  was  this  faith  that 
led  him  to  fly  in  the  face  of 
scientific  opinion— to  use  a fuel 
that  the  experts  said  was  too 
expensive,  too  volatile,  that  would 
create  unique  pollutions  of  its 
own. 

Billings’  invention  consists  of  a 
fuel  tank  and  a carbuerator 
system  that,  when  attached  to  a 
normal  internal  combustion 
engine,  enables  the  engine  to  burn 
hydrogen.

Benigan  convicted 


After  33  hours  of  deliberation,  a nine-woman  and  three-man  jury 
returned  verdict  yesterday  convicting  the  Rev.  Philip  Berrigan  of 
smuggling  a letter  from  federal  prison,  but  remained  deadlocked 
concerning  other  charges  against  the  antiwar  priest  and  fellow  member 
of  the  Harrisburg  Severn. 

The  jury  was  ordered  to  resume  deliberation  today  over  the 
government’s  principal  charge  that  Berrigan  and  others  plotted  to 
kidnap  presidential  adviser  Henry  A.  Kissinger,  blow  up  federal  heating 
systems  and  raid  draft  boards  in  nine  states. 

The  conviction  carries  a maximum  sentence  of  10  years,  twice  the 
possible  penalty  for  conviction  of  conspiracy  charges  which  involve  all 
seven  codefendants. 


Lindy  “lucky”  again 

A U.S.  helicopter  yesterday  rescued  noted  aviator  Charles  A. 
Lindbergh  and  a group  of  45  anthropologists,  stranded  in  a remote 
Southern  Philippine  rain  forest  with  dwindling  supplies  and  a disabled 
expedition  helicopter. 

The  group  had  been  gathering  data  for  two  weeks  on  the  Tasaday 
tribe,  the  world’s  only  known  living  cavemen,  found  last  year  after 
centuries  of  isolation.  The  research  group  had  radioed  for  help 
Saturday,  indicating  that  both  food  and  radio  batteries  were  running 
low. 

Baseball  players  on  strike 

Yesterday’s  meeting  between  representatives  of  striking  major  league 
baseball  players  and  club  owners  failed  to  yield  accord  m the  first  mass 
strike  of  the  “national  pastime”  which  began  Saturday. 

The  dispute  over  payments  to  the  players’  pension  fund  forced  the 
cancellation  of  all  exhibition  games,  and  put  Wednesday  s scheduled 
opening  of  the  baseball  season  in  grave  doubt. 


ALBANY,  N.Y.  (UPI)  - State 
Police  relieved  guards  at  three 
New  York  prisons  and  a health 
emergency  was  declared  at  a 
school  for  the  retarded  yesterday 
to  meet  problems  arising  from  an 
unprecendented  strike  of  state 
civU  service  workers. 

About  a dozen  troopers  were 
sent  to  each  of  the  prisons-at 
Attica,  Auburn  and  Elmira-to 
spell  guards  who  had  been  on 
duty  for  24  hours  because  their 
regular  reliefs  refused  to  cross 
picket  lines. 

New  York  City  authorities 
proclaimed  a health  emergency  at 
the  Willowbrook  State  School  on 
Staten  Island  to  deal  with  the 
accumulation  of  refuse  at  the 
school  because  city  garbagemen 
also  were  honoring  the  state 
strikers’  pickets. 

Soon  after  the  emergency  was 
declared,  four  city  garbage  trucks 
entered  the  school  grounds, 
ignoring  the  picket  line  at  the 
gates. 

“We’ve  got  it  all  cleaned  up,” 
said  City  Councilman  Frank 
Biondolillo,  a Staten  Island 
Republican  who  had  spent  most 
of  the  weekend  at  the  school. 

Neither  the  garbagemen  nor  the 
guards  were  members  of  the  Civil 
Service  Employees  Association 
CSEA,  the  union  which  called  the 
strike  at  12:01  a.m.  Saturday  in 
violation  of  state  law  and  in 
defiance  of  a court  order. 

Council  82  of  the  American 
Federation  of  State,  County  and 
Municipal  Employees  (AFSCME), 


the  guards’  union,  had  its  own 
dispute  with  the  state  and  has 
threatened  a strike  next  Saturday. 
The  council  called  a “leadership 
meeting”  Sunday,  and  there  were 
reports  it  might  strike  Monday. 

Negotiations  between  CSEA 
President  Theodore  Wenzl  and 
representatives  of  the  state  Office 
of  Employee  Relations  resumed 
Saturday  night  and  continued 
through  yesterday  noon  without 
reported  results.  Neither  side 
would  disclose  details  of  a new 
offer  said  to  have  been  made  by 
the  state. 


The  strike  initially  affected  only 
those  state  agencies  which 
normally  are  open  weekends.  Its 
full  impact  would  be  felt  Monday 
when  the  CSEA  says  it  will  have 
“hundreds”  of  pickets  at  buildings 
where  some  25,000  persons  work 
for  the  state. 

A spokesman  for  Gov.  Nelson 
A.  Rockefeller  said  “adequate 
services  are  being  maintained” 
over  the  weekend  by  nonstrikers, 
volunteers  and  supervisors  at  the 
prisons  and  mental  hospitals, 
which  were  the  strikers’  first 
targets.

Saturday  at  a parking  lot  south  of  the  Golden  Gate  Bridge. 

The  event  also  commemorated  the  eighth  anniversary  of  the  capture 
of  Floyd  Thompson  of  the  U.S.  Army,  the  first  American  prisoner  of 
the  Viet  Cong. 

U.S.  to  recognize  Bangladesh 

President  Nixon  has  “surveyed  the  entire  South  Asian  scene  and 
decided  it  would  be  best”  to  extend  U.S.  diplomatic  relations  to 
Bangladesh,  administration  officials  announced  yesterday. 

Nixon  has  already  put  into  motion  diplomatic  steps  necessary  to 
formally  recognize  the  new  country  by  early  this  week. 

Flameproof  nightwear 

A flameproofmg  standard  allowing  an  entire  batch  of  children’s 
nightwear  to  pass  even  if  three  or  four  per  cent  of  them  failed  to 
comply  was  suggested  by  Commerce  Department  officials  yesterday. 

The  proposed  provision  relaxing  the  standards  came  in  response  to 
manufacturers’  claims  that  fabric  variations  could  make  it  impossible  to 
make  100  per  cent  of  all  affected  nightwear  comply  with  the 
presently -worded  flameproofing  standard.  The  stanidard,  as  currently 
written,  requires  100  per  cent  adherence  beginning  July,  1973. 

Communists  make  heavy  gains 

Advancing  North  Vietnamese  troops  seized  the  last  two  outlying 
South  Vietnamese  bases  in  the  country’s  northernmost  province 
yesterday,  pushing  the  South  Vietnamese  defenders  into  the  provincial 
capital  of  Quang  Tri,  18  miles  south  of  the  Demilitarized  Zone. 

“At  least  12,000”  refugees  fled  to  the  south  to  escape  the  fighting, 
which  threatens  to  overrun  Quang  Tri  City  and  the  entire  province  of 
270,000  people. 

It  was  said  that  such  a move,  if  successful  could  throw  a shroud  over 
President  Nixo^n’s  entire  Vietnamization  program.

Results  of  Saturday’s  BYU
